‘much of a mother or father or they 


would never get by with that, and 
they would never do it. I didn’t 
do that ’way to my dad, because 
I had the kind of a dad that you 
don’t do that way with, that is all. 
My children don’t do that way with 
me. You can’t mock God and get 
by. You can’t make a joke of God’s 
entreaties. You can’t laugh at the 
crucifixion of Christ. You can’t ig- 
nore God’s warnings about sin and 
get by. Be not deceived, God is 
not mocked. . 


Ah, somebody says, “I am not 
afraid of God.” That is one of the 
crowning insults. The Lord says in 
the 3rd chapter of Romans where 
He so describes the wickedness of 
the human heart, “All have sinned.”’ 
“There is none righteous, no, not 
one.” He says, ‘Their feet are swift 
to shed blood” “‘The poison of asps 
is under their lips.” Then He says, 
“There is no fear of God before 
their eyes.” Ah, the saddest. thing 
that can happen to a man is to get 
to where he has no regard for God, 
get to where he isn’t aware that 
sin must come to judgment, and he 
thinks he can do anything, and 
there is no pay day. 


You say, “I don’t believe the 
Bible,” That doesn’t prove that you 
are smart for all that. But if there 
is no Bible, people still reap what 
they sow. If Jesus Christ was not 
the Saviour, people still reap what 


they sow. It is still true, the Bible 


says it many times, ‘‘Be sure your 
Sin will find you out.” (Num, 32: 
23). The Bible says, ‘‘The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die’ (Ezekiel 18: 
4). The Scripture says, “Sin, when 


it is finished, bringeth forth death”’ 


(James 1:15). The Scripture says 
that “the wages of sin is death.” 
(Romans 6:23). The Scripture says 
plainly that “It is a fearful thing 
to fall into the hands of the living 
God” (Hebrews 10:31). There is 
plenty in the Bible about it, but if 
there were no Bible, people would 
still reap what they sow. 


I preached last night at the Beth- 
any Reformed Church on Hell, and 
I say to you what I said to them: 
Something is mighty wrong, a man 
has bats in the belfry, there is no- 
body home upstairs if he doesn’t 
find out you can’t get by with sin. 
You can’t get by with sin. There 
is an infinite God Who has set 
Himself to see that sin shall not 
prosper. There is a God Who has 
sworn that sin can’t get by, not by 
a demon in Hell, not by man on 


earth, not by the angels in Heavy-. 


en. Sin can’t get by. If He is an 
honest God, a holy God; if He tells 


the truth and if people can believe 


what He says, you can’t get by 
with sin. Don’t try to get by with 
sin. Oh, don’t try tg mock God. 
You know there is a saying, ‘Be- 
ware of a woman scorned.” That 
is a tradition that if a woman loves 
you and if you lead her along her 
hate’ will turn bitter and deadly, 
far worse than any man can hate. 
I don’t know about a woman, but I 
know, my friends, that the holy in- 
dignation of God burns hot against 
a man who has no fear of God, 
who thinks he can sin and get by, 
who doesn’t believe he must meet 
God. Ah, of all the sad things that 
are happening in the world today, 
people are denying the law of na- 
ture, 


Sowing to the Flesh; Reaping 


Corruption 

When I was a boy we went to a 
country school and we gathered 
around a cistern and then we would 
get our cups and from the water 
bucket we would get our drink of 
water and then when we were 
through we would pitch the rest 
of it up and say, “All that goes 
up is bound to come down” and it 
did and everybody scattered. I’ll 
tell you now, we were only chil- 
dren, but you had just as well put 
that down, that what goes up is 
going to come down, and what you 
sow you are going to reap as cer- 
tain as winter follows summer, as 
certain as night follows day, as 
certain as that there is a God, I 
tell you sin can’t get by, and what 
you sow you are going to reap. 
He that sows to the wind shall 
reap the whirlwind. Don’t be de- 
ceived on this matter, the Bible 
says. Don’t ignore this, don’t think 
it doesn’t matter. 

These days a lot of people think 
it is a normal thing to live with- 
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out work. How foolish they are. 
They are ignoring and denying and 
trying to make a mockery of the 
law of nature itself. They will not 
get by with.it. People say, “Well, 
the world owes me a living.” This 
is the land that doesn’t owe a crop 
except to the man who plants it, 
and this world doesn’t owe a living 
except to the man who earns it. 


And people who say, young peo- 
ple who think, “Well, I am young 
only once, and I am bound to sow 
my wild oats.” You had just as 
well remember this, that the man 
who sows wild oats is bound to 
reap them. You don’t have to sow 
them, but you have to reap them 
if you sow them. You can’t get by 
with sin. Be not deceived, don’t 
let Satan fool you on this. “Be 
not deceived; God is not mocked: 
for whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.” 


A twenty year old girl went to 
a country club dance and her moth- 
er warned her with tears. She said, 
“Honey, you don’t know what you 
are doing. That is a dangerous 
thing for any girl. It’s dangerous, 
it’s foolish. You can’t go.” And 
she said, “I am twenty years old! 
I’m nobody’s fool! You think I 
can’t take care of myself! You old 
fogy mothers and dads, that is the 
way you think about us young peo- 
ple! I know what I am doing!” 
“No,”’ the mother said, “Honey, you 
don’t know. You had better not zo.” 
But she went. The girl later on 
came to me. with a broken -heart, 
wanting to know what in the world 
she could do. She said, “I have just 
been to see a doctor and he tells 
me that I am going to have a baby. 
That dance led me on.” 


I tell you now, my friends, you 
sow and you are going to reap. 


You sow to the wind and you 
will reap the whirlwind. You sow 
to the flesh and you will of the 
flesh reap corruption. You can’t 
make a joke of God. You can’t 
trample under foot all God’s com- 
mandments and think it doesn’t 
matter. You can’t play with life 
and death and yet not come out 
with heartache and sorrow and 
ruin. The Scripture puts it in these 
words also, “Can a man take coals 
of fire in his bosom and hig clothes 
not be burned?” (Proverbs 6:27). 
How can a man play with God and 
joke with God and flaunt with God, 
think the Bible is a joke, ignore 
the Ten Commandments, ignore 
Calvary, scoff at the pleadings of 
the Holy Spirit and make fun of 
preachers and of the Bible and then 
get by? I say frankly, you are 
playing the fool. You are riding to 
a-fall. You are coming to a bad 
end. The way of the transgressor 
is hard, and you can’t mock God 
and get by. “Whatsoever a man 
soweth that shall he also reap.” 


I remember the heartache and 
tears of the girl that I mentioned, 
the remorse of conscience and how 
she clinched her fists and wept 
and said, “Oh, God, what will I 
do? What will I do?” And I said; 
“If you mean what can you do to 
get peace and salvation with God, 
I know how to tell you. God loves 
sinners and I can tell you that. But 
if you mean what can you do now 
to keep from being disgraced, what 
can you do now so nobody will 
ever know about your sin, what 
can you do now after you have 
sown to avoid the reaping, then,”’ 
I said, “God help you, girl, I don’t 
know. I have no advice. I don’t 
know.” You can’t cheat God and 
get by. You can’t count the Bi- 
ble a joke and God Almighty a 
fool and ignore all the warnings 
and pleadings of the Holy Spirit 
and get by. “Be not deceived; God 
is not mocked: for whatsoever a 
man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.” 

Sin is a horrible business. All 
we preachers ought to come back 
to face the sin business. Preachers 
say, “Well, men don’t pay me any 
mind.” If you cracked down like 
you ought to on sin, they would. 
They paid attention to Stephen 
when he said, ‘Ye stiffnecked and 
uncircumcised in heart and ears, 
ye do always resist the Holy Ghost: 
as your fathers did, so do ye.” If 
you preached like that, men would 
pay you some attention. They 
might hate you like they did Jesus. 
They might stone you like they did 
Stephen, but they would listen to 
you. I tell you now, my friends, 
you had better come back to face 
it. We preachers, we need the 
prophet’s indignation against sin 
and the prophet’s warning. 

A.man stood and told me a 


strange thing—I don’t know how 
any man could say it—but after I 
preached on the scarlet sin, adul- 
tery, a man came weeping, a ma- 
ture man, and with tears running 


down his face, he said, “I didn’t 


know it was in the Bible. I never 
thought it was serious. I never 
dreamed what ruin it would bring,” 
and he turned to Christ the first 
time he ever heard anybody say 
anything about it. A woman who 
had killed her unborn baby in 
Michigan wept a year ago and said, 
“Oh, why didn’t some other preach- 
er warn about that sin? Nobody 
else ever did.’’ You think that peo- 
ple ought to know. I tell you now, 
we had better deal plainly with sin 
and preach that you can’t get by 
with sin. How many people find 
it out! 


A woman down in Rhome, Tex- 
as, one night missed the service 
when I preached on “Be Ye Not 
Unequally Yoked Together with 
Unbelievers,’’ and I warned of the 
trouble for any Christian that mar- 
ries one of the devil’s crowd. I 
warned that they would reap it. 
That night she wasn’t there but 
she heard some reverberations and 
echoes of the sermon. The next 
night she came and said, “I don’t 
believe what you preached last 
night.” I said, “You didn’t hear it 
or you would believe it, and I'll 
show you now that you'll believe 
it.” And I took ‘the word of God 
and turned to Second Corinthians 
the sixth chapter, verses 14 to 18 
and I showed her what God said 
about it. Then she broke down and 
began to weep and said, “Oh, then, 
that is why my fourteen year old 
boy is breaking my heart, going 
on after his unsaved father. Why 
didn’t some preacher preach this 
fifteen years ago and save me from 
this mistake?” “Well,” I said, “I 
don’t know why some preacher did 
not then, but I am doing it now.” 


I am saying to you that all over 
this country people are reaping the 
results of their sin, and you can’t 
succeed in fooling God, you can’t 
ignore God. The Bible says in Prov- 
erbs 14:9 that fools make a mock 
at sin. A man is a fool who thinks 
he can joke about it and get by. A 
man is a fool that will deal lightly 
with the sin question. What we 
need is confession and humility and 
coming to God for mercy. Oh, peo- 
ple have their sowing and then 
they have their reaping. 

A man called me up on the tele- 
phone in Dallas and said, “Brother 
Rice, please pray for me.’’ He was 
a member of my church but he 
said, “Pray for me.” I said, “I will. 
Do you want to tell me anything 
about it?’’ He said, “I can’t tell 


you the details, only my sins are: 


beginning to catch up with me. 
Pray for me.’ Now I warn you, 
“Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” 


Then there is another word here. 
“He that soweth to his flesh shall 
of the flesh reap corruption”—that 
is right. You will reap a broken 
body—sure you will. You will reap 
a broken heart—sure you will. You 
will reap the smiting and remorse 
of conscience, that little candle of 
celestial fire called censcience, that 
candle of the Lord that searches 
out the heart, as Proverbs calls it. 
I say, you will reap the remorse 
and the sting and the burn and 
the lash of remorseful conscience. 
You can’t sin and get by. You can’t 
do it. 


A woman wrote to me from 
Atchinson, Kansas, and said, ‘“What 
shall I do? I committed a sin twen- 
ty years ago. My husband doesn’t 
know it. We have been married 
nineteen years. I’ve been true to 
him. He’s been true to me. We 
have a lovely daughter,’’ she said. 
“Oh,” she said, “what will I do 
about that sin yonder more than 
twenty years ago?’’ And she had 


been in torment twenty years about | 


it. I tell you, my friends, sin is 
a matter that you had better hate 
and you had better fear. I say, you 
will reap it. In the carnal flesh 
you will reap it. One of these days 
you will reap it at the judgment 
bar of God. 


Sow to the Spirit; Reap Life 


_ Everlasting 

But I say, thank God there is 
another word, too. “He that sow- 
eth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit 
reap life everlasting.” Anybody 
who hears me today can say, “In 
my heart, here and now, I will turn 
and listen to the Spirit’s call, the 
call of the Holy Spirit of God, and 
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I will trust Christ to save me. I'll 
commit the whole matter today to 
God’s own Son who died for me. 
I’ll trust Him.” And in that sowing 
to the Spirit you will find that it 
will turn out to a blessed reaping 
of everlasting life, joy in your 
heart and the sense of forgiveness 
and the certainty of a purged con- 
science and of a name written down 


in Heaven and of a home in the. 


Father’s house of many mansions 
and all your sin cast behind God’s 
back. That is the reaping of the 
Spirit when you trust Jesus Christ. 
Why don’t you say, “Holy Spirit, 
You can knock at the door of my 
heart, I’ll hear you now. Come in, 
Come in?” Will you say now, “Oh, 
Holy Spirit of God, you have con- 
victed me of sin so long. I'll take 
Thee now. I’ve been a hearer but 
not a doer.’’ Will you say, “Today, 
I’ll listen to the sweet, still voice 
of the Holy Spirit, let Him come 
in, and I’ll be saved.” Will you do 


that today? What a grand reap- _ -} 


ing all will have who sow to the 
Spirit by letting Him come in and 
save! 


I can remember the time when I 
was eight or nine years old in the 
First Baptist Church of Gainesville, 
Texas. My mother had gone to 
Heaven and my heart had been 
stirred about it. She had warned 
us that we must prepare to meet 
her, and I longed fo do it. Then a 
preacher that day told the story 
of the prodigal son and how he 
himself had run away from home 
and the tragedy and the failure 
and the disillusionment that comes 
when you try your own way, re- 
belling against authority. He told 
how he came home to his father 
and how he forgave him and re- 
ceived him and kissed him. Oh, 
that day I said, “If God loves peo- 
ple like that, I am coming,” and I 
did. I didn’t know much theology, 
but I knew that I needed to come 
home to God, and I did. And out 
of that sowing to the Spirit has 
grown these peaceful, happy years, 
joy unspeakable to know my sins 
are forgiven and assurance of a 
home in Heaven that I will inherit 
one day. . 


Be Patient: Reaping in Due Season 


Some Christian who hears me 
today has had a long pull. “Oh,” 
you say, “does it matter, and does 
it pay to work for God?” God an- 
swers, ‘“‘Be not weary in well doing, 
for in due season we shall reap 
if we faint not.”

of Paul. God has not changed His » 


way of doing things. Sin has the 
Same penalty. Virtue has the same 
reward. If a man sows to the flesh, 
he will reap corruption as in Bible 
times. If a man sows to the Spirit 
now, He will reap of the Spirit life 
everlasting as in Bible times. God 


has not changed; sin has not — 


changed, and sowing and reaping 
are the same. 

Then, Christians, let us thank 
God that God pays the same bless- 
ed wages for those who serve Him 
now as ever before. The gospel is 
as fruitful and powerful now as it 
ever was. Those who never weep, 
never sacrifice, never suffer, never 
agonize over sinners, those who are 
never filled with the Holy Ghost, 
do not reap much for their sowing 
—but then such workmen never 
did. On the other hand, those who 
really sow to the Spirit, following 
all His leadings, going forth in His 
power, will have the same blessed 
reaping as ever before. 


How sweet it is, then, for us ta 
hear God say to us, “And let us 


not be weary in well doing: for in™ 


due season we shall reap, if we 
faint not.” ;

You will 
have peace, and joy, and everlast- 
ing life. But if you go on in sin
